ing out to the foreign reporters. 

Conviction could bring Djilas 
and Dedijer, both Tito’s war- 
time comrades in arms, sen- 
tences ranging from six months 
to. 20 years at hard labor, 


OBJECT TO PUBLICITY 


In barring the foreign jour- 
nalists from the court, the gov- 
ernment charged they had car- 
ried on a campaign to discredit 
Tito’s regime connection with 
the case and would not “faith- 
fully report the trial.” The 
regime objected to the wide 
publicity given the case abroad 
and to foreign speculation that 
it indicated a split in the ruling 
Communist ranks.
